Doth Governments Regard the Issues as 
Made Up, With Little Likelihood of 
Their Being Reopened—Member 
of the 
Cabinet 
Talks of 
Spaiu’s Diplomatic Reply. 


Washington, April 2.—There is little 
doubt that the president and the mem­ 
bers of his cabinet now regard a conflict 
with Spain as almost inevitable). 
In his message to congress, which will 
Ie sent in uext Monday, it is understood 
that the president will not insist upon 
farther time in which to continue nego­ 
tiations looking tea peaceful solution of 
the Cuban problem. 
Sixain’f answer to the ultimatum of 
this government being satisfactory, it 
seems almost certain that hostilities will 
result. 
The whole record will be laid before 
congress and the question is now under 
consideration by the president and cab­ 
inet as to the particular form our policy 
shall Uke in bringing to an end the hor­ 
rors in Cuba and securing the indepen­ 
dence of the island 
Propositions ranging from a simple 
recognition of Cuban independence to a 
straight out declaration of war have 
been urged at the capitol, but there is 
hardly a doubt that the majority of con­ 
gress awaits the executive lead b efo re 
biking action, and is disposed to adopt 
Mr. McKinley’s 
suggestion 
on this 
point. 
It is thought that any of the pending 
resolutions in ooh gross, except possibly 
simple recognition of 
independence, 
would lead to war, 
There were, of course, all sorts of 
rumors in circulation, including reports 
of mediation by some European powers, 
but OO such suggestion has come to this 
government, for in response to a direct 
* jnest am Assistant Secretary Day said 
that there had been no offer of media­ 
tion by any foreign government.

The Spanish minister called at the 
state department last evening and was 
in conference with Judge Day for some 
time. 
Although there was the *tricte*t 
reserve as to what occurred, It can be 
SU ted positively that the United States 
submitted no further propositions, nor 
did the Spanish minister offer anything 
which changed the sit aa ti on of affairs. 
Both sides regard the issue aa made 
np, with no likelihood of further nego­ 
tiation* between now and the time when 
tim president will submit the whole case 
to congress. The United States has pre­ 
sented its demand and Spam has given 
her answer. 
Thus the caw stand*. 
United States Minister Woodford re ­ 
mains at hi* post at Madrid and is said 
lo be entirely aah* from harm. 
The 
spanish minister, Senor Poloy Bema be 
also remains at his post at Washington. 
From the Spanish sUndpmnt there is 
the same disposition aa that shown 
by the authorities hen*—to regard the 
issue a* made up. 
Tho answer of Spain 
is looked upon as the limit of congession 
which Madrid will grant. 
If there is to 
be another move, the Spanish govern­ 
ment looks to the United State* to make 
it. 
Thin, at least, is the situation as it 
presents itself to those best informed in 
Washington. Of oourue, it cannot be 
foretold what Madrid will do in the 
stress of cireumsUnces within the u«xt 
two days. 
Bat those hest able to judge 
do not expect any further move from 
Madrid, as they say that Slain has 
roached the Unfit of her concessions.

Now she proposes to release them but 
keep them under military supervision. 
Who can tell whether she will adhere 
to this expressed intention? Broadly, 
there appears to be three courses open 
to the president in dealing further with 
this matter. The first of these is to ac­ 
cept the proposals submitted by Spaiu 
in reply to the American representa­ 
tions, the second to relegate the whole 
m atter to congress and let that body do 
as it see* proper—which I think would 
mean intervention—and thirdly to take 
a middle stand. 
But as I said before, 
nothing has yet been determined upon 
by the president or, if he has reached a 
decision, he has not communicated it to 
the members of the cabinet.

Honolulu, March 24, via San Francis­ 
co, April 2.—The United States Mohic­ 
an arrived on March 19, nine days from 
San Francisco.

tomorrow. 
A telegram direct from Washington 
on March 19, says that in the event of 
war with Spain, tho neutrality of these 
islands will not be kept, but they will j 
at once be made a depot for naval sup­ 
plies for the United States.

Washington, April 2.—The aub-com- 
mittee of senate committee on foreign 
relations appointed to draft a report 
and prepare a form of resolution cat­ 
ling a course of action which this gov­ 
ernment shall pursue towards Spain 
w ith reference to Cuba has completed 
its work aud reported to the full com­ 
mittee at its meeting today.

It details the Maine 
incident aud attem pts to demonstrate 
that it is a sufficient cause for a declare- ; 
Hon of war if this country is desir­ 
ous of making it such, aud also touches ( 
upon the injury to American interests 
reused by the Cuban struggle as a full 
justification of our interference. 
There has been an effort to persuade 
the committee that Spain’s release of 
th© reconceotrados leaves the United 
States practically without excuse for in­ 
tervention, but the committee has not 
sc* far been convinced by this reasoning, 
aud there is as great unanimity in the 
rejection of this view as there is in the 
decision as to the general coarse to be 
pursued. 
The committee will report on Mon­ 
day unless it is then made evident th at 
it has been impose bl© for the presideu t to 
complete his promised message for lack 
of time. 
The disposition of the com­ 
mittee is now against much further 
postponement for any reuse. 
The com­ 
mittee’s present reformation is, how­ 
ever, to the effect that the message will 
be ready for submission Monday.

Washington, April 2.—The sub-com­ 
mittee of senate committee on foreign 
relations appointed to draft a report 
and prepare a form of resolution out- 
liug a coarse of action which this gov­ 
ernment shall pursue towards Spain 
w ith reference to Cuba has completed 
its work and reported to the full com­ 
mittee at its meeting today. 
The sub-committee recommends the 
adoption of a resolution declaring in the 
first place for the rt*eognitiou of the in­ 
dependence of the Caban republic, and 
in the second for the intervention by 
the United States with her army aud 
navy for the purpose of assisting the 
Cubans to secure independence in case 
Spain continues to refuse to concede it. 
The committee treats the rescinding 
of the order for the concentration of the 
Cuban noncombatants as a subterfuge, 
and dwells upon the past treatm ent of 
these unfortunates. It details the Maine 
incident aud attem pts to demonstrate 
that it is a sufficient cause for a declara­ 
tion of war if this country is desir­ 
ous of ma.king it such, and also touches 
upon the injury to American interests 
caused by tho Cuban struggle as a full 
justification of our interference. 
There has been an effort to persuade 
the committee that Spain’s release of 
the reooncentrados leaves the United 
States practically without excuse for in­ 
tervention, but the committee has not 
so far been convinced by this reasoning, 
aud there is as great unanimity in the 
rejection of this view as there is in the 
decision as to the general coarse to bo 
pursued. 
The committee will report on Mon* 
day unless it is then made evident that 
it bus been impossible for the president to 
complete his promised message for lack 
of time. 
The disposition of the com­ 
mittee is now against much further 
postponement for any cause. 
The com­ 
mittee’s present information is, how­ 
ever, to the effect that the message will 
be ready for submission Monday.

if the available funds were exhausted 
the governor does not think it would be 
necessary to call a special session of t he 
legislature, as he is of the opiuion the 
state executive has the right to borrow 
money if that is deemed more expedient 
than to call the legislature together.
